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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments presented by applicant are not 
persuasive since all the limitations recited in the claims are met by Williams and Piot as set forth in the rejection. Piot clearly teaches that 
"these elements may be built using discrete integrated circuits such as microprocessor or DSP" (see column 13, lines 28-53). These 
elements in Piot include photosensor arrays (320), modules (620, 625), microcontroller (650) and line interface or serial interface (660). 
Furthermore, if all elements photosensor array (320), modules (620, 625), microcontroller (650) in Figure 6 of Piot can be integrated in a 
single chip, then why the serial interface (660) cannot be integrated in the same chip . 
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
